The New Jersey Medical Society" 3 recent call for manda¬ 
tory KlV-iailng of all New Jercey hotpUal patients show* 
haw quickly same have tumbled down the slippery slope of 
testing panic lince reports appeared of a Florida dentist who 
possibly Lnfectcd three of hi* patient* with HIV, But what was 
true before the Florida case is stJI true: AIL attempts to stow 
the spread q( HIV through forced testing not only arc 
doomed to failure but will ultimately worsen the epidemic, 
for levetal reasons. 

First, because of the stigma associated with AJ D5 P man da- 
lOfy'teMlng schemes drive people away from situations where 
forced testing occurs. Witness the Illinois law mandating HfV 
tests for marriage licenses, which limply sem thousands of 
license-seeker* io neighboring states. The effects of farced 
hospital testing will be far worse than a romantic drive acrOfc 
state lines, however, literally driving people away from hospi¬ 
tal* and thu* adequate health Care. The result would be whol¬ 
ly unnecessary illness and loss or lire. 

Second, mandatory testing would create a false, and fatal* 
sense of security among healthreare workers- According to the 
forced-testing rationale, the ^universal precautions" which cur¬ 
rently protect healthcare worker* from infection could be 
related once hospitals know who Is, and who Es not* HlV-po*- 
iuve. Indeed, such relaxation is the whole point of forced test¬ 
ing. But the HfV ces! Is notoriously unreliable, with ionic Mud- 
tes showing that up to 30 percent of HTV-posiave people test 
ne^tive. Thus, any relaxation of the universal precautions 
based on Inaccurate tests would inevitably expose health-care 
workers to a far higher risk of infection than they face today. 

Third, mandatory HIV-testing would Cost billions annual¬ 
ly- In the current budgetary climate, such a program would 
be financed from existing resources* meaning that pointless 
HIV tests would steal funds from other* useful programs. 

Finally, forced testing implicitly invites, and even encour¬ 
ages, Inferior Treatment far HIV-positive people. Establishing 
a testing program based an irrational fear gives encourage¬ 
ment to health worker* inclined to operate on Ltut emotion, 
of whom there are unfortunately many. And along with dis- 
trLmirl aEioo, and collateral exposure—LneviljibLe if test results 
are widely disseminated In hospitals, which Is a nateesslry If 
they're CO be of any "use*—would come cumbersome and 
unworkable administrative procedures, Lawsuits, malpractice 
suit* and skyrocketing Insurance rates for hospitals. 

In the Tice of all this. Those who favor forced testing 
offer nothing but Irrationality, emotional lsm 4 AIDS hysteria 
and veiled homophobia. Yet they're make gain* nearly 
every day* of which the New Jersey policy Is but the latest,

Such 
evtnts, which are happening 
more and more frequently, are 
strongly supported by the lesbian 
community with littie thought 
gwen lo why they want you (here 
only one night per week, usualy 
on an otf-nigbt or el a location in 
on unsafe area, miking it difficult 
Id attract any Other clientele. As 
the economy worsens, more ol 
these places. invariably straight- 
owned, look 10 Improve their 
business.

This 
marginalizes the gay and lesbian 
press, hiding it from students, 
doctors, writers mi researchers.

NEW YORK—Two eerily similar 
gay-bashings ended in court recently* 
with one youth sentenced to serve at 
Least one and one-half years in prison. In 
the second case, the perpetrator pleaded 
guilty to a charge of flrst-riegree assnlt 

and will be senlcnced this week. 

In both cases, a youth slashed the 
face of a gay man with a knife in the East 
Village early last summer, and both 
assaults were followed by uproara in the 
lesbian and gay communJiy when the 
suspects in each assault were released by 
the court on thdr own recognizance. 

In the first fiise, Alonzo Rivera, a 
teenager who admitted bk pan m a 
vidpus 4 airing outside Boy Bar, was sen¬ 
tenced to serve one and onebilf yrara 10 
four and one-half years in JaU, aaxxdlng 
to a sprik«pmon foe the MzhhoJ&n ^Bfr- 
trHit attorney. 

The bashing began whh a verbal 
confrontation between three gay men 
cairJng the now-defunct Boy Bar on Sti 
Mart's Fbcc and a group of waage boys 
and gJrii- The ariadc quickly racabtind into 
a fuU-fledged physical aaauk. Leovtv^g one 

man in f wed of more l hart 60 sdtdxis 
to doee dasM on his fine and bead. A 
box-cutting razor was recovaed horn The 
original suspect tn the case, Jose Martinez, 
who was subsequently Identified by the 
gay men whom he allegedly attacked. 

CMtragc erupted In the communaty 
when Criminal Court Judge Laura Drags 
released Martinez without bail. 


Km for the DA's ofHcr, new information 
cxi the c m was obtained, and the authori¬ 
ties came to befkvc that Rivera wns die 
perpetrator cf the .felony asauJL Rivera 
came forward in early March and pled 
guilty !& assault In die fe degree. 

Rivera, who had no prior criminal 
record, was sentenced to «rve a mini¬ 
mum of 16 rrxmdhs in prison. 

"Most gay-basbera dent have prior 
records, so when they come up far sen¬ 
tencing, they gel only a Liltic Time,* 
remarked Matt Foreman, director of die 
New York City Gay and Lesbian Anti^Vhj- 
lertce Project. nodpg chat if New York hod 
enacted toe^crimes legislation, as a num¬ 
ber of other STitefi have, Rivera would 
automatically have receded a mfodnum 
sentence of tfiree years,

The 
never materialized, but the di*- 
orj^nizaCion and contents usneffi aE the 
conference b now legendary. 

Those of us who have met since 
the conference greet each otho- with a 
sigh, Joking about T-shirts tmbiasoned 
with the slogan F E survived the NIC" 
But if b IKK hdpful fu simply trash the 
conference,. since doing so would lay 
btame at the feet of a handful of well- 
meaning lesbians from a variety of back¬ 
grounds, political histories and geo¬ 
graphic locations. And sadly, the 
conference is not so easily wrin-ot off. 
Instead, k b a testimony to the desper¬ 
ate state of the Lesbian Nation.

Reporter were shooting 
qiK^fona at some members of the NIC 
stoning committee: “TJFill a ttsdonaJ dga- 
niiaftion be formed fem this gathering" 
*What type of structure is in place blow¬ 
ing dK confertneeT did you hope 
to achieve this wndrend^ 

The responses were maddening in 
dfdr cljiri^r, a* it becarne^ th^t 

sole purpose of the conference was sim¬ 
ply to bring uS jOI together. What we 
were supposed to do once we were ulik¬ 
ed, we were told, was entirely up to us. 


The conference featured no keynote 
address, and offered no mission ssi»- 
m-nt or agnttk, since none of the or^- 
nifiera would dare to suggest what ft is 
that our communityAes really want or 
need Such detiskm, if any woe to be 
made, would be left to concensus..

Emphasizing that the decision 
broadly affects all non-reLated parents,, 
including step-parents, "common law* 
parents and gay partners, Kaye said, 
"The impact of today s deepen falls 
hardest on the children of those rela¬ 
tionships, limiting their Opportunity to 
maintain bonds that may he crucial to 
their development," 

Kaye noted how the court had 
given a broad reading to the term 
"family* fust two years ago In Bnascfyf 
V. StilM Associate when it held that a 

gay life-partner was entitled to protec¬ 
tion from eviction under the rent-con- 
troJ laws when his partner died and 
asserted that the court should have 
been similarly progressive In this case. 

"It h s absolutely mystifying that (he 
court could make this decision in 
light of Us decision in Brascbi," com¬ 
mented End brick. 

Similar cases are awaiting decision 
in appeals courts in New Mexico and 
Wisconsin. The New* York court cited a 
March 20 decision in a similar case by 
a California appeals court In support 
of its ruling. Kaye noted, however, that 
unlike New' York's statute, the Califor¬ 
nia law specifically defines parents in 
a limited way.

It is rare lor “mainstream" media sources to cover our concerns with inteffi- 
gerwe and sensitivity and rarer to see that coverage occur in a special-interest 
magazine. Sot in the May issue of Golf illustrated —to resort to an obvious 
dich$—Hie editors have really scored a hole in one. 

Golf fflUswafedhad the oourago recently to give os an insightful look Into Ifw 
fives of lesbian professional goffers, thus linglng open the door on an issue some 
fens would have preferred to keep In ihe closet, 

“A Silence So Loud It Screams," by Marlah Burton-Nelson, is an article 
adapted from her new book about women and sports called Ars W? Winning Yet. 
The article explores the challenges and prajud ices faced by lesbian golfers and, to 
some extern, all professional athletes in a homophobic society. 

Ms. Burton-Nelson writes about the choice many women feel that they must 
make between being out and being successful. And while the author condemns 
homophobia, she also challenges the closeted lesbian athletes. Although she under¬ 
stands Iheir prafkamenl^-coming out c«Ad burtlfieir careers—ehe also knows that 
tber silence perpetuates ihe problem. She describes the dilemma of Ihe doseled golfer 
It is a life of faar. secrecy and shame. It Is also a life of love, support 
passion, community, friendship, Inn, pride and, in some cases, wealth 
and feme. But like Ihe denial of physical pain, denial of alfectienal prefer¬ 
ence is s tmde-off. an agreement to make personal sacrifice for athletic 
reward. As often happens when a minority group tries to “pass." the 
silence, designed to pooled raputafkws and purses, deprives those who 
are hiding of a sens# of community and history, ..and engenders fear and 
even paranoia. In |hl& instance il also oarer bates the homophobia of the 
men who awn. organize, finance and control women's sports. 

Pretty heady stuff for a gaff magazine. Ms. Burton-Nelson* piece is not per 
fact, however. Ii contains, for example; some questionable Ideas about how sex¬ 
ual Identity forms. Bui h is an important and challenging work that shows a great 
deal of sensitivity and insight, and she deserves credrt for bringing to light this 
generally ignored issue. Kudos also go to Golf Illustrated tor presenting this arti¬ 
cle. The homophobes wll protest It, so make sure your voice is heard in support!

For a quick study of this point, consider last year's 
media coverage—a banner yeac If we are wdll big to use 
that term with grim irony—of APIs in New York City. 

There was the highly publicized throw-dawn between 
Newtdays Mary Jl-Yeon Yuh and Jimmy Bieslin in which 
he called her a ‘slanceysjd cum" and a "yellow cur," and 
there was the Family Red Apple boycott and the attendant 
anti-Korean and generalized and-Asian violence. Capping it 
all off was the shake-up ow the casting of Jonathan Pryoc 
as a Eurasian in Miss Saigon. Yet aside from these hyper- 
events, scant attentNOrt baa been focused on APIs outside of 
the occasional raid on a Chinatown tenement or the 
brouhaha surrounding the arrest of a reputed tong bigwig. 

There was no buzz on the street, for instance, to 
accompany the aimouncemenl that anti-Asian violence rose 
120 percent in 1990. Nor was then.- a flurry of inquiries 
when ACT LTFs API Caucus made it known chat,, despite 
the more than 200 API AID® cases recorded by the city's 
health department. the only city-financed health dink in 
Chinatown had seen not even one HIV-positive diem. 

In the lesbian and gay community, the situation has 
been no better Until it was revealed that two community- 
based organizations proposed to use Miss Saigon a? a 
fund-ra LMrtg event, queer APLs were one of the most 
invisible of COmmunilieS-within-tbe-oornmunity, Now, in 
the wake of the gay and lesbian community's own con¬ 
troversy over Afuj .^rigon; if there has been any positive 
outcome, it has been that lesbian and gay APIS have 
come into queer focus as a distinct group with concerns 
and interests that the average Euro, Afro-, Latino or 
American queer national had not yet considered. 

And while gallons of ink have been spilled derail¬ 
ing the validity of queer Asians' objections to 
Cameron Mackintosh's Broadway extravaganza, the

shocking undem?pdK)sen^k^ in political spheres and the con¬ 
tinuing immigpilkjn cf political and economic refugees that 
overburdens existing sxol^rvke agencies, 

Asian*—particularly Northeast Asians, although the 
stereotype has, by unplbcatior^ extended to include all 
APIs—fesave cume Co be perceived as endowed with a binary 
brilliance unimpeded by enxXkMialiaTi. While implying a cer¬ 
tain cold admiration of APIs, Lhis stereotype is no less dehu¬ 
manizing dan. for instance, the view cf African Americans as 
shiftless, Moreover it lus contributed to a social and political 
situation in which Asaans are thought not to need any of the 
infrasmjctural support dut other communities recede and has 
allowed liberals and progressives to, among other things, at 
once criticiiae social services foe Fading to translate their litera¬ 
ture into Spanish and forget (be vast numbers of APIs to 
whom both English and Spanish are impenetrable language*. 

The high value API communities place on arcimilatkxi 
undoubtedly contribute* to the prevalence of the mexJd- 
mtnority stereotype. Simply put, this wilt to accuhuratc is fed 
by API values dF work and education, coupled with a quiet 
drive to beat the white man at his own j^une. These are the 
cultures, remember, from which the term "saving face* origin 
rated—societies where honor and loyally 10 dw family 
remained uribastandized by Occidental imperialism lor cen¬ 
turies after Caucasian cdofltatism had overrun and begun sys¬ 
tematically dismantling and destroying Middle Eastern. 

African, North American and South American civilizations, 
lhis is tire region ftum w hich nations have risen within this 
eentufy to mUifLirily diallenge the TCfcst, and the hemisphere 
of the globe that lias prodtKcd industrial adrievenxrts su 
spectacular that they have left Eurocentric America scrambling 


to catch, up. 

Historically speaking, the lack of political interest in APIs 
has also been encouraged by the kind of rationalisik: raam 
that ^Masrilngjron is *> fond of fomenting. In the three moa- 
recent long-term wara—Vietnam, Korea and ttfcidd War 
n—Americans have engaged Asians. In addition, the ongoing 
battle to assert die supremacy of American consumer goods 
has estabUsIted dm Jajsm : bo 5 tog-^^ as those 'sknt- 
eyed busfe^ssmen' keep buying up American properties—si 
apparently here to stay. One need not invoke the specter of 
Japane?ae-American internment camps during W*rid n to 
point out that, when a nation in trie Far Fast gains an advan¬ 
tage over the US h APIs inevitably poy. 

Nor is this anti-Asiari sentiment ^sccifically targeted- 
Considering that noo^APl Americans are notoriously inept at

That 
employee, incidentally, reportedly speaks only three 
dialects—all of Chinese origin—even though the AIDS 
epidemic 1* currently taking its greatest toll in die 
Filipino-American community. 

Ln addition to linguistic barriers, the issue of AIDS edu¬ 
cation among API* has highlighted ihe schism that exists 
between recent API immigrants and more accxillu rated peo¬ 
ple of API descent whose families are entering their third, 
fourth and fifth generatkm* erf stateside residence. 

As most AIDS-aware Individuals know, APIs and 
Native Americans account for the least number of eases 
reported in the Center* for Disuse Control, and while the 
accuracy of dut agency* statistic ha* been called into 
question since the beginning of the epidemic, there has 
been no outcry over the back of prevention and education 
service* available to APIs from AIDS activists until the for¬ 
mation of ACT DP's API Caucus.

Cures 
(see review on page 55A recotints bis 
years spent in therapy with doctors who 
premised to cure bis homosexuality. We 
disettssed it one hectic afternoon as he 
geared up fora book tour, made plans 
to support the CUNY student strike and 
waitedfor thefinal vote by the CUNY 
board of trustees to officially approve the 
graduate school's Center for Lesbian 
and Gay Studies, which he has been 
organizing for more than five years. 

Despite such distractions, bis man¬ 
ner seemed to reflect bis self-description 
as ‘1 d man who is more content than be 
bos ever been. “ Clear-eyed, relaxed and 
considerably better-dressed than the 
average historian, Duberman shares 
with the best professors a disconcerting 
ability to speak in complete paragraphs.

AR: Have therapists changed enough since then? 

MDt I would like ali aspens to develop a healthy dose of 
hu mility and modesty. I dcrA care whether we're talking about 
therapists or the people who got us Into Vietnam and new the 
Gulf. Someone was quoting Lily Tomlin tp me the Other day 
"Reality is a collective hunch/ And 3 think that's it But still we 
dpnl sec that kind of humility among therapies or among 
experts of all kinds. 

AH: Among other things, Cwfif is a story about a stub¬ 
born intellectual changing his mind: You firmly believe one 


thing, and now, 30 years later* you firmly believe the opposite. 
Did you ever have that ILghtbulb-ovcr-your-bcai moment? 

MIls I don't think there was a ligblbulb. As lire culture 
around me slow ly changed and the gay movement emerged, 
my head slowly changed—well* not SO slowly, really. Al one 
point m the book. E Say Tt felt Like a paper-thin wall, now lhai E 
was finally pushing s^iLnst iL And then, being on the other 
side of the will, I remember thihktog, *Why the hell did yon 
Stay behind that wall for So goddamn Long?" 

Bet have to have been brought up in these para to 
know juM how wmfylng the dimafie was The oermisus 
total thal every time yen fell a dcul* ahq^ 

told to you aboul who you were, you tended automatically Co bury 
(. Espcdafly snee, it my case, my (nenri> were these hotshot iik£- 
krtitah, and they were all sying opacity ihe same things- So, I was 
very hard to Crust one’s own contrary fcdings as the time. 

Alb In Oral you are very careful Co gmr the details of 
the homophile movement before Stonewall, although it wasrA 
a part of your personal story. I’m guessing that you don't see 
the history of gay people Ln the US as one unchanging mono¬ 
lith of oppression,, and then, all of a sudden, there's Stonewall, 
and everything is different... 


MDt I certainly don*. I get angry when popple sound as 
though Stonewall were the beginning of ovsyihlng. ^hat that 
represen is to me is a single absence of hiSodcal information, 
and it's everywhere. 

When B hear activists today glibly dismissing •everything 
that came before as blanket Oppression Of as a few stufly types 
who were overly reliant on the experts and were overly apolo¬ 
getic about who they were, I say to myself: "You should have 
been alive then! You should, know what guts it took for Bar¬ 
bara Gkldir^ to picket the White House kn I960!* They don't, 
and it's too bad It leads to reinventing the wheel. 

Once you are aware of the past, then there's the nervous 
feeling of - My god, ali that was tried before. We havenl gotten 
any further/ In a. way, ignorance ft bliss, It's accident that 
scholars are sedentary. There’s nothing Like knowledge to 
keep you home nights! 

AJfc As a historian of both, can you compare the various 
Alricatv-Arnericari liberation movements to the gay and Lesbian 
liberation movements? 


MD: Speaking politically, we p re repeating some of the 
sages [hat the Black movement has repeated- But then the 
Black movement in turn has repeated some of the stages that 
all movtmcnES in this country for soda] protest seem to go 
through- Again, if you know loo much history* it can be very 
discoutaging. Movement here often start with a radical: impulse 
and weiy soon peter out into mainstream asamilanc»iim If we 
start with the Panther*, we see the same process, the radical 
impulse now petering out info the Ai Sfwpron* <x whoever. 
And the fpiy movement has gone through similar cycles. 

With ACT UP* the radical impulse has returned again and 
hopefully won't peter out But the conservative, confocmis 
mainstream in this country is so entrenched that I think that, in 
pretty short order, people are gening desperately discouraged 
UnJess you're gefling some encouragement that >wir protest 
movement is resulting in tangible process, you tend Co say, 
wdl, Fuck it, Pm done... 

Alt People think* ■'Wrfl, I’ve done my 18 months, it’s time 
Bo be upwardly mobile/ On the other hand, these movements 
do seem to regenerate themselves to a cyclical way. 

ML* 3 hope lhars true, IVe never believed. in any kind of 
inevitability in history and therefore dolt believe ih&t cycles are 
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Inevitable either. Sometimes the conservatism cm go so deep 
that real repression sets lo, and there Ls no reccwy from It. 

ARi Except thaJ, as CUrfS makes dear, ft is now possible 
for US CO imagine ourselves as healthy, functional, happy gay 
men and Lesbians, which we oouldriT in the paa 

MD: I think that part Ls irreversible, but I don; know 
whether Of not the gay movement itself will remain radical and 
succeed in allying Itself with cther radical sectors in order to 
produce the kinds of social changes dial would allow nan- 
privileged gays and 1 p j sbLins to End belief I ives. So modi of 
ertif oppression is wrapped op fcn class and race issues. 

ARi Why does your book end in 1972? 

MD: It fdf like the place to end- One kind of life is essen¬ 
tially over at that point—though the residue will always per¬ 
sist—and another is beginning. 

But I hope people don’t come away from the book think¬ 
ing, "And then Dubcrman entered die peaceful valley, and life 
was forever sheer bliss/ Forget It! The 70s, for me, were, in 
many ways, mace traumatic than the ‘60&. Aftef all* I was 
almost 40,.,.Only in the last five or 50 : years have I feft a kind 
of peace-1 met my current lover. All through (he 70s, my life 
was quite tormented and very wild So I hope that my book 
doesn’t end Like "llappy Valley, straight ah^id!" 

The other thing lhai worries me is that some people are 
not going to rake kindly to this middle-dass, whine guy born 
with the silver spoon in his mouth. "So what's all the anguish? 
Get over ill You were born with a Jot more than most people 
ever get." All kinds of hurdles that a Lot of people have, I 
didn't have. Yet [ did go through a lot of hell, and I'm sorry If 
people discount die heil because, externally, my life was com¬ 
fortable. But I worry about it, because even in my own gut it 
sits 1 lscile uneasy, it's a white* middle-das privilege to be aWe 
to aqufte SO much, especially m print. 


AH; Politics p*ays such a big part In CUro Are you politi¬ 
cally active now? 

MEfc The last five years* most of my activist energy has 
gone Into ClAGS [the Center for Gay and Lesbian Studies ai 
CUNY Graduate SdtOOQ< Another couple of years of that, and 
tlien 1 hope Ca bow Out. What happens after [hat, 1 don't 
know, 111 be a senile old manJ 
AJU Talk more about ClAGS. 

MDt wt want Hd to be a research insiime^^n agency to 
help disseminate the schclajship that already exists and 
encourage mw scholarship on gay and Lesbian lives and 
L»u 0 -- 4 Qmcthipg: like the ^Ly and lesbian Kinsey Institute. 

would hold coUoqufc so that sd^olars could exchange 
infonnaiiofli, we would have publications, we would do suj* 
veys of archives and find research money to help people's 
scholarship. What we have now is a foot in the door. 

Now what's happening is ecactly whaf I hoped would hap¬ 
pen—It's a maner of toe before \g*y and Lesbian history! is rec¬ 
ognized as a Add, and people will begin to write their theses In 
it Non-academia might say, "Well, who cajesT Burt It will gen¬ 
erate knowledge and provide certain kinds of kgft*miz*tiorL 
There^i a do*n side Co tha£ The real tosture and richn^ of 
gay and lesbian life could be lost cm: jt r s- churned through the 
academic mill. Hopefully* because gays and lesbians will be doing 
lhaf rohoUnh^ then^dro, thcyll be sensitive to that danger. 

AH As Long as we’re discussing gay academia, can you 
explain the difference between essenliallSm and social «fr 
amnion and how It relates to the lesbian and gay movement 3, 
MDj WcUt To wildly oversimplify, essential Lsts bcl ieve that 
the category homosexual ran legitimately be applied to people 
in the past. They base that on the documented fact that there 
have always been samegendcr sexual acts En the pas, acrae 
time and across a variety of Cultures. Social constructionists ay 
that the meaning of these acts is vastly differem from one cul¬ 
ture to the Other—nothing like the modern homosexual exist¬ 
ed before 1700 In Europe, 

I started out being a strict social oommjctioftisr, but I'm 
modifying somewhat. Wfc cannot get inside the motivational 
systems of individuaJs who Jived in the past. All we can do is 
describe thdr external behavior. They didn't leave elaborate 
diaries or write elaborate letters about whai they were feeling 
while performing these acts. TCe canT be sure what the mean¬ 
ing of the acts were 10 them, If we look at Benaisance Venice, 
the number of men aneaed for sodomy was staggeringly high- 
That suggcSs that there was an awfol lot of honxDsmialiry. 

Bui we dbrtl even krn>w whether those same men arrested for 
homosexuality were simultaneously having heterosexual 
sec—and we don’t know whkh one they may have been 
more deeply interested in emotionally. 

The essentialists, Like John Boswell, also seem so be modi¬ 
fying their position. Boswells latest formubt™ is ihat we can 
legitimately call someone in the past •pay'* if the prtpOAdcranot 
of their erotic leanings are cLody toward members of iheij own 
gender. That’s a usable definition, except for all ihe problems 
I'Ve already cited, like *How do we deride pfepondmnCe?* 

Hut iTs always: "On the ocher handon the other hand./ 
AHr So the social oxi^ctionists and essentiaJiss may be 
coming to some meeting of the minds? 

MD; Some of it ts battle fijtlgue. There's been too much 
theory, and we tfofl"C have any data. We* need some good old- 
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fashioned research. It's hard enough Co document heterosexu¬ 
ality. Vfery few people ^ this puritanic*! country kepi a 
detailed record of the number of fock* and graded them and 
talked about ihctr Inner feeling?, and fantasies about them. 

AS: Getting tacfc u> Cum. the other paoblttn with the 
social construction argument is that rcmt people argue that if 
sexuality is eondrueted, if it's no* genetic, then TOO can 
change, You could be 'cured"—which is, in some way^, (he 
Rreudfan argumaif. 

MD; That's the political danger. That’s what Falwell saysi 
"This is a matter of -choice. These people could chose to be 
straight, therefore they should* tiKtfdbre, if they don't, we will 
punish then." 

Aft There r s a church ten blocks away ftom us where they 
"cure gay people, h Still— Gbd Tiding Tabernacle on Jfth Street. 

MD; jesus* [ must have passed il a (houand times. I'll be 
careful to walk on the other side of the ffltfl, Also the Aes- 
thetic Realists art ail] in business. They daim [□ "cure" us loo. 

Aft Is your work as a historian valuable to poHdcal 
activists, or does it only discourage people? 

MD-1 rethink thk a lot- IF we talk about the categories 
hortK>sexuai and heterosexual, one of the points gay and lesbian 
schcite?hiphasdcfix^^ is (hat (hose categories—untS 
rtnjghly the last 100 years— did not ocki. This is disqu ieting to 
some gay activists, They find thai Rind of ^forrmtiori fathobiting 
rather than Liberating 

It gets dicey, because one part of me 
feels that the categories are mistaken, that 
we're ovor-catcgoriring the variety of 
impulses that most of US have* even if we 
don 1 ! those IO act on them. The categories 
are ultimately a dliSHvice, because they 
will, harden the faction of 'us" and ‘them," 
and ultimately "us' is going to end up as a 
very small minority. Wre losing not only 
some potential allies but also a broader 
notion of Liberation. 

Aft Mike Sjgnorife were about gen¬ 
erational differences in the movement. He 
was very careful to say that he wasriK talk¬ 
ing about fterjow over 30, bul he reaJly 
did see a difference in terms of tactics and 
even goals. 

MIh It depends on wfio you're talking 
about. Hairy Hay hasnl stopped—nobody 
would cal] him a cautious moderalet He’s 
gone Straight on to the Radical Faeries. 

If we h re talking about people who 
are over 45, generally* of couree Sigporik 
is right. Put thai generation has at 1bast 
ihe siory of iheir oppression Jto leiI], 
which is one reason i wrote Cures: It's 
important to know JuS how oppressed 
earlier generations of gays and lesbians- 
were. If any -of todays activists were living 
in 1945. they would have had very similar 
tiires, wtfh very few excqpckjns. 

Aft In terms of specific (actio*, 
though I was surprised DO see you sup¬ 
port outing in your interview. 


MD; Originally, I was even more pjo-ouiing than I am 
now. I wss very surprised bow few of my Students were pro¬ 
ofing My fedi^g is ihai we are in a waj in regard ro AIDS. It's 
easy to Edik about gay homophobes sctivdy working against us, 
those people eireryooc agree should he outed. But in a wai* 
odtefS have to be outed. We need to demonstrate thai ndt only 
are queers everywhere. buE ptOffirineffl queers are everywhere. 

I'm uneasy when It comes to jodic Foster. She's doing 
such good wgric. [ dent want to see her career destroyed. 

Aft ic'ieasy to prove that she's a lesbian, because she 
hasn't been Ciraf doeetsed. Hut so me powerful people are so 
closeted* welt never be able to out them. It's like we’re punish¬ 
ing Foster for being halfway out of ihe doset xTL tile fifS place, 

MD So well just have to Relief more dirt on ibe power¬ 
ful , -on everybody. Better research! Ufe fia^gbsj Get some schol¬ 
ars working on il3 The gossip columnists cannot do this alone! 

Aft Get an army of graduate students... 

MD: well get the gpodsf Ym never satisfied with my 
answer when people ask me about outing, though, ^<re there 
secret jews in Germany, people who passed? There must have 
been. How do we view them? Whal do we think they should 
hive done? Although, of course, l didn't stand up for yean. 
What is a crisis The way gays were treated in the '5fe and 
’60s—it wasn't as gcnocida], perhaps, but 5 p m ftM even con¬ 
vinced of that. And I didn't stand up.

Jewelle Gomez Is warm* funny, 
smart, gracious and very, very angry, All 
those pieces come together in her new 
book, The Giirfti Stories, which, the 
author notes, is not autobiographical, 
but which is, one can say, the sum of 
her parts. It took her a hard seven years 
to write, and it is in her favorite form: 
"high romance*She wrote It for herself, 
for her great-grandmother and grand- 
mother and for people nding to work 
on the subway from her Brooklyn 
neigh buchood. 

The book, like the author, is hard 
to pin down. Highly pdilkal yet not a 
didactic attack, it's about history, pain, 
racism, humanism and radical Lesbian- 
feminism. And it's about how Gomez 
was raised—with .strong women, the 
magic of Life ami the perils of racism 
and poverty. 

Gomez "grew up on welfare - in 
Boston in the '50s, raised by her great¬ 
grandmother* who had herself been

Duhemun undergoes all share Ihe neg¬ 
ative, often irrational, frequently vicious 
attitude toward homosexuality that has 
characterized the mental-health profes¬ 
sion foe most of this century. Delighted 
to confirm and exacerbate his early self- 
hatred. The array of quacks Duberman 
encounters gives a Farcical but sadly 
accurate picture of the kind of solidcous 
care that has, until recently, been avaih 
able to most gay people seeking help. 

Most disturbing are the lengthy 
reconstructions of a number of ^Oup 
therapy sessions, Lead by a charlatan 
named Kad Despite ihe caricatured. Bob 
S'Jewbarf Stow -quality of the sessions and 
our own ironic detachment from the 
Dark Age mentality they reflect, the hor¬ 
ror of these meetings (which often 
descend into emotional and even physi¬ 
cal abuse) is real, To call Karl's Tactics 
unprofesKnal is absurd uixta^tement 
At various points. Karl advises Duberman 
to break c4T all relations with his mother, 
encourages sexual contact with a woman 


in his group arid come dose to forbid¬ 
ding any discussion of Duberman’s 
homosexual experiences. 

Yet beyond these drilling particu¬ 
lars, it is (Xibcnnan's growing unwilling¬ 
ness to see himself Through the myopic, 
haceJilled eyes of others that b the most 
affecting part of his narrative—[he pan 
that gives his reader The greatest Oppor¬ 
tunity tor kfentificarion and recognition, 
in a recent review of Cu^es, Tte iVew 
York Ttaes complained that Dubcnmn's 
odyssey is somehow incomplete:, that his 
healing journey is still underway and 
does not indude a proper "homecom¬ 
ing/ But this is not a story about human 
perfecubJny. I trust that Martin Duber¬ 
man has many more books up his 
^era—perhaps even snetfrer volume of 
memoirs (.Cures leaves off in the mid- 
70s)—but I don't think that this personal 
history in any way foils to stand on its 
own- Dubennan himself puts it wed in 
the preface to a collection of his early 
essays: 'My view Is that the past will 
always remain 'uncompleted': Wc will 
never grasp ils meaning whole, never 
understand its influence over our lives to
